HITLER SAYS 
VICTORY OR 
ANNIHILATION 


6 HE nation that ioses this 
il war will cease to exist,” 
declared Herr Hitler in a 
speech made to thousands of ycung 
oficers nine days ago. The text of 
the speech was issued yesterday. 
“In this struggle,” he said, 
“only one ideology can win; the 
other will be mercilessly destroyed. 
Everyone of you must be imbued 
with the knowledge that this is not 
onlv a military conflict between 
individual States, but that it is a 
titanic struggle between nations and 
races. 
“As so often in the past, so to- 
dav. Providence will bestow no gifts 
en our nation in its struggle for 
freedom and its future. 
“It would be madness to expect 
from this struggle anything but 
victory or annihilation. Every 
German soldier must be imbued with 
the conviction that this struggle, 
which our enemies have willed and 
have forced upon us, can end only 
with a German victory.” 
The German News Agency, in a 
later version added this sentence to 
the end of the speech: “The German 
oficer must also represent the 
national political will within the 
armed force.’’ 


Dublin Warehouse 
Fire 


Flames leaping many feet into the 
air and causing a red glow in the 
sky that could be seen from distant 
suburls, gave Dubliners the impres- 
sion that the whole centre of the 
city was on fire last night. . 

The fire—in fact, a comparatively 


minor outbreak—started about 10,30 


p.m. in the premises of the Irish 
Rabbit Skin Co., Ltd., Mill street, 
Newmarket. The upper storey was 
cntirely destroyed, partly due to the 
ravages of the flames, and partly to 
the fact that the firemen, who ur- 
rived on the scene almost immnie- 
diately, had to cut away portion of 
the building to save the rest of it. 
The loft in which the fire storted 
contained a large number of rabbrt 
skins. It is understood that the 
greater part of them was saved.

General Montgomery started his 
big attack during darkness on Sun- 
day morning after using all his 
artillery against the German hill 
j}positions. For more than nine hours 
hundreds of guns shelled the German 
strongholds. 

Then, as the Allied infantry went 
forward yard by yard up the slopes 
towards, the villages of Mozzagrogna 
and Santa Maria, the Germans 
sprang a surprise by sending in 
flame-throwing tanks—the first seen 
by the Eighth Army. 

Furious, though smail, actions 
developed in the namiets on the 
slopes of the German-held 
ridges as these panzers swept 
the narrow streets with a wall 
of fire. 

_ Already the Eighth Army is fight- 
ing against bitter resistance into the 
outer fringes of Marshal Kessel- 
ring’s main defence line, and spear- 
heads are pointed at Castel 
Frenanto, on the German left flank. 


DOUBLE DRIVE 


The Allies have secured a new 
bridgehead north of Archi, seven 
miles further inland, and their 
double thrust threatens to envelop 
the Germans holding the Sangro 
line. It also threatens to cut the 
German supply lines and force an 
ultimate German withdrawal along 
the Sangro front.

A Memoir of Keats 


Chapman once fell in love and had 
not been long plying his timid atten- 
tions when it was brought to his 
notice that he had a rival. This 
rival,  & fefocious and _ burly 
character, surprised Chapman in the 
middle of a tender conversation 
with the lady and immediately 
challenged him to a duel, being, as 
he said, prohibited from breaking 
into pieces there and then merely by 
the presence of the lady. 

Chapman, who was no duellist 
went home and explained what had 
happened to Keats. 

“ And 1 think he means business,”’ 
he added. “TI fear it is a case o 
‘pistols for two, coffee for one.’ 
Will you be my second '' 

“Certainly,” Keats said, ‘and 
since you have the choice of weapons 
think you should choose swords 
rather than pistols.’’ 

Chapman agreed. The rendezvous 
was duly made and one morning at 
dawn Keats and Chapman drove in 
a cab to the dread spot. The poet 
had taken the “coffee for one”' 
remark rather too literally and had 
brought along a small quantity of 
coffee, sugar, milk, a coffee-pot, a 
cup, saucer and spoon, together 
with a small stove and some 
paraffin. 

After the usual formalities, Chap- 
man and the rival fell to ewerd- 
play. The two men fought fiercely, 
edging hither and thither about the 
sward. Keats, kneeling and prim- 
ing the stove, was watchin 
anxiously and saw that his friend 
was weakening.. Suddenly, Chap- 
man's guard fell and his opponent 
drew back to plunge his weapon 
home. Keats, with a lightning 
flick of his arm took up the stove 
and hurled it at*the blade that was 
poised to kill! 
and aim so deadly was the stove 
hurled that it smashed the blade in 
three places, Chapman was saved! 

The affair ended in bloodless re- 
criminations, Chapman was warm 
in his thanks to Keats.

“by hurling the stove between our 
blades.

Boom in Ayrshires 


The Ayrshire characteristic of high 
butter fat plus steady milk yield 
has maintained this dairy breed’s 
prices at a very high level through- 
out the year.
